Durino the year tmder report the system under which the external trade 
of Bengal with Nepal, Tibet, Sikkim and Bhutan, was registered remained 
the same as in former years. The number of registering stations on the 
northern frontier of Bengal, between the districts of Cliumparun and Julpi- 
goree, was 39 against 33 in the previous year, as detailod below : —

5. In his General Administration Report for 1886-87, the Commissioner of 
m . . . „ . . w . the Bhagulpore Division pointed out that the three 

Tr * d " B “ 8 * 1 “ a registering 1 offices in each of the sub-divisions of 

Kissengunge and Arrareah in the district of Purneah were so far apart 
from each other that half the traffic between Bengal and Nepal passed un- 
registered by tho minor routes not in the line of the registering posts, and 
that accurate statistics could only be collected by increasing the number of 
registering offices. In accordance with the Commissioner’s recommendation 
the Lieutenant-Governor sanctioned tho opening of the following five new 
stations with effect from Decomber 1887 : —

In tho Arrarcah Sub-division.

Bansgaon station was kept open for two months only, viz. December 1887 
and January 1888, after which the office was removed to Korhabari H&t, through 
which much traffic passes to and from Nepal. Tho total value of the trado

The foregoing statement shows an advance in the aggregate value of 
merchandize carried last year of 10-39 per cent, in comparison with 1886-87, 
and of 27 - 77 percent as compared with 1885-86. In the import trado, the 
figures of 1887-88 were 9 - 31 per cent in excess of those of tho preceding year,, 
wbilo under exports, the increase amounted to so much as 38-96 per cent. There 
was an increase in almost every class of goods, especially in food-grains (769,788 
maunds) and piece-goods— (Rs. 2,77,024 in European piece-gooas, and - 
Ks. 1,40,481 in Indian piece-goods.) 

6. The principal staples comprised in tho import and export traffic during 
the past three years are exhibited in tho following statement. The figures shown 
hero, however, are exclusive of the registered trade with other provinces 
which passed through Bengal : —

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7. Cattle .— The trade under this head continued active, the total number 
of head imported and exported being 9,411 greater than in the previous year 
and 17,518 greater thau in 1 885-86. Of the number imported in 1887-88, 
Chumparun is credited with 11,351, Mozufferpore with 11,991, Purneah with 
10,272, and other districts with the rest viz. 3,646. As regards exports, the 
largest supply, viz. 3,071, went from the Purneah district. 

8. Cotton piece-goods. — The increase in the exports of European piece-goods 
from Bengal amounted to Rs. 2,80,674 on the returns of 1886-87, and 
to Rs. 3,60,603 on those of 1885 86. The largest increase occurred in the 
quantity carried via Kutkenwa, which is on the high road to Katmandoo. The 
total value of unsold fabric which was returned to British territory fell off from 
Rs; 50,634 in 1885-86 to Rs. 24,011 in 1886-87, and to Rs. 20,361 in 1887-88. 
The traffic in Indian piece-goods also showed a groat improvement, the total 
value of the exports being 76*93 per cent, better than in 1886-87, and 88*86 
per cont. hotter than in 1 885-86. The several stations through which con- 
signments of European piece-goods were sent to Nepal during the past three 
years are named below : —

9. Other fibres , raw . — The import trade under this head showed a very 
large decrease of 22,665 maunds, or 54*02 per cent., compared with the figures 
of 1886-87, and 12,360 maunds, or 39*05 per cent., compared with those of

1885*86. The falling off was chiefly in the quantity received from Nepal 
through the registering post at Nawabgungo, at which nothing was registered, 
against 12,691 maunds and 13,179 maunds in 1886-87 and 1885*86, respec- 
tively. The export trade is unimportant. 

10. Food-gram. — The food-grain traffic showed a further improvement 
during the year, the total quantity registered exceeding the trade of 1886-87 
by 7,69,788 maunds, and that of 1885-86 by 11,09,151 maunds. The different 
. staples comprised under this head are detailed in the following table: —

The principal districts to which hides were consigned in largo quantities 
were Calcutta 14,758, pieces, Mozufferpore 11,130 pieces, Bhagulpore 7,910 
pieces, Cbumparun 7,271 pieces, Darjeeling 3,488 pioces, and Purnoah 2,952 
pieces. 

12. Skins of slirep, goats , and small animals . — The import trade showed an 
increase of 24,712 pieces on the returns of 1886-87, and of 22,131 pieces as 
compared with 1885-86; out of tho year’s imports, 39,402 pieces or 45*61 per- 
cent. were registered at Bairagnia in the Mozufferpore district. 

13. Brass and copper . — There was a great recovery in tho export trade, 
tho total quantity having amounted to 16,511 raaunds against 9,320 rnaunds 
in 1880-87, and 11,540 rnaunds in 1885-86. The principal districts which con- 
tributed to the increase during tho past year were Patna (5,482 rnaunds) and 
Calcutta (5,301 rnaunds). 

14. Iron . — The weight of iron exported to Nepal was 8,288 rnaunds in 
excess of the figures of 1886-87, but it was almost equal to tho trade of 1885-86. 
By far the largest supply went through Adapore, where 11,437 rnaunds were 
registered against 3,827 rnaunds in 1886-87. 

15. Ghee . — The total quantity of glioe imported into* British territory was 
1,607 rnaunds in excess of tho imports of 1886-87, but 513 rnaunds below those’ 
of 1885-80.

— The increase in the amount of salt carried to Nepal is 
specially noticeable, the total quantity being 1,09,044 maunds, against 96,817 
maunds in 1886-87 and 1,00,215 maunds in 1885-86. The largest supply, 
amounting to 31,772 maunds, was sent from Chumparun ; Durbhunga exported 
17,026 maunds, Mozufforporo 18,876 maunds, Bhagulporo 17,497 maunds, 
Pumeah 14,737 maunds, and other districts 9,136 maunds.

18. Saltpetre . — The import trado under this head is steadily failing off. 
The quantity sent from Nopal during the year was 2,487 maunds below the 
figures of 1886-87 and 10,389 maunds below those of 1885-86. Of the year’s 
supply, 6,692 maunds wore imported vid Bairagnia in the Mozufforporc district. 

19. Oilseeds . — In the case of linseed the imports were almost equal to 
the supply received in 1886-87, but they exceeded the figures of 1885-86 by 
26,441 maunds. As regards mustard-seed, the supply fell off by 23,623 maunds 
as compared with 1886-87, but increased by 25,245 maunds as compared 
with 1885-86. Of the importing districts, Mozufferpore received 58,257 
maunds of linseed and 12,800 maunds of mustard-seed, Chumparun 82,374 
maunds and 16,444 maunds respectively, Durbhunga 47,571 maunds and 
16,294 maunds respectively, Bhagulpore 5,741 maunds and 41,570 maunds 
respectively, and other districts 6,776 maunds of linseed and 47,606 maunds 
of mustard-seed.

20. Silk, manufactured . — The value of manufactured silk exported to 
Nopal was Rs 43,525 against Rs. 23,184 in 1886-87, and Rs. 74,443 in 1885-86,. 
The statistics of the frontier post of Kutkonwa in Chumparun show that 
Rs. 80,000 worth of goods exported during the year were sent to Nepal 
by that route. 

21. Betelmis — The export trade showed an increase of 7,083 maunds and 
9,345 maunds on the returns of 1886-87 and 1885-86, respectively. The great 
bulk of this traffic was registered on the frontier of the Chumparun district. 

22. Spices — The total export traffic under this head rose from 11,360 
maunds in 1885-86 to 13,164 maunds in 1886-87, and 21,809 maunds in 
1887-88.

The exports of drained sugar showed an Increase of 5,110 Ts«» who 
maunds aseomparod with 1886-87 and of 7,889 maunds over the figures of ****** 

1885- 86, while the supply of undrained sugar rose from 24,929 maunds in 

1886- 88 and 24,413 maunds in 1886-87 to 46,854 maunds in 1887*88. The 
diStldot of Ghumparun with 6,918 maunds of drained and 23,562 maunds o4 
undrained sugar exported the largest quantity; Mozufferpore supplied 788 
maunds of drained and 8,556 maunds of undrained sugar, and Durbhunga 1,257 
maunds and 3,999 maunds, respectively. 

24. Tobacco .*-' Tobacco is both imported and exported. The aggregate 
quantity registered during the year was 51,054 maunds, showing an increase of 
18,010 maunds and 17,173 maunds on the returns of 1886-87 and 1885-86 
respectively ; of the total exports, Chumparun contributed 20,093 maunds, 
Mozufferpore 9,793 maunds, and other districts 7,594 maunds.

31. Trade with Tibet. —In the import traffic, the large decrease in April 1887 
was due to the cessation of the silver trade, while the noticeable increase in 
November and December 1887 and January 1888 occurred in raw wool, yak tails, 
and woollen goods. In the case of exports, the large decrease between April 
and July 1887 was under the beads cotton and woollen piece-goods, horses, 
indigo, and metals, while the increases in November 1887 and February 1888 
were under European piece-goods. 

32. Trade with Sikkim .—' The marked increase in the Import traffic in 
December 1887 and January 1888 was due to a brisk trade in vegetables and 
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pulses. The Increase in the exports was pretty general over all the months, t*u>b wise 
and was for the most part due to the advance under piece-goods and tobacco. suaajtf^
